Or Is He Coming Home 


By bringing the City’s Weed 
;\batem<'nt Ordinance into use 
iind thus avoiding possible legal 
entanglements, the City Council 
Tuesday night ordered that the 
Sierra Madre Cemetery be clean¬ 
ed up before Memorial Day. 

'Fhe move was a culmination 
of Councilman Henry Nuetzel’s 
efforts to have what he termed 
"a civic eye-.sore” taken care of 
by the City. Obstacles in the 
path of sucli a plan were cited 
by City Altorney Thomas A. 
Reynolds as he explained the 
City’s inability to move onto 
private properly for such pur¬ 
poses. 

Nuetzel asked if the city 
could post the land with no¬ 
tices to destroy weeds and in 
lieu of any action being taken 
by the owners, go in and 
clean up the area under the 
same regulations that apply to 
any other private property. 
Reynolds expre.ssed the opinion 
that imdei' ll'e Weed Abatement 
Ordinance suelt a move could be 
made. Tlie Council then voted 
unanimously to begin the clean¬ 
up under restrictions of the Or- 
(ii nance. 

'Ihe Council accepted tlie low 
l)id of .%")47G for heavy electrical 
equipment connect ing trans¬ 
formers with pumps and pro¬ 
viding a complete new panel 
and main line switch at the 
central water plant on East 
Sii'ira Madre Blvd. 'Fhe bid was 
submitted by M. U. Gilbreath 
Electrical Co. of Long Beach. 

Water Superintendent Joe 
Swanson was autiiorized to pur¬ 
chase a 12 incii meter for Well 
No. .3 pump which is .scheduled 
10 b(' inslalled williin .30 days. 

The Council accepted the 
resignation of Police Officer 
John A. Rutledge, submitted 
on the grounds that a more 
lucrative opportunity had of¬ 
fered itself. 

To fill the vacancy on the 
force. Chief of Police Gordon 
McMillan recommended ap¬ 
pointment of Jessie A.

Look out! There’s another big rail¬ 
road wage demand headed your way! 

The non-operating unions alone 
—whose members do not actually 
operate trains —are demanding a 
flat increase of 20 cents an hour. 
These demands would cost the rail¬ 
roads of the country five hundred 
sixty-eight million dollars a year! 

Last year these employes had 
' an increase of I 8 V 2 cents an 
hour. This was their third major 
i wage increase since 19.39. Their 
average weekly pay has gone up 
75%, as against a cost-of-living 
rise of 54%. 

Since 1939, railroad wage and 
material costs have gone up more 
than three times as much as freight 
rates, and five times as much as 
passenger fares. That is why in 


1946, with the largest peacetime 
traffic in history, the net income of 
railroads went down to the equiva¬ 
lent of only 2li% of the net prop¬ 
erty investment. 

What About 194?? 

Even with the recent freight rate 
increase, preliminary figures indi¬ 
cate that the railroads will make 
only about the same low return in 
1947 as in 1946.
